This set, probably the finest in existence, was imported in the 
18th Century for the decoration of Old Dunkeld House, but the 
panels were not used, and have remained rolled up until now, 
which accounts for their wonderful brilliancy and fine condition. 
It is impossible to exaggerate the charm of these wall panels 
as backgrounds for Old English Furniture—Queen Anne, 
Chippendale’s Chinese, old Lacquer, and the Chinoiserie of 
other designers, all being equally at home with them. 

These painted wall papers have always been highly prized 
and many of the finest old country mansions had some of their 
best rooms hung with “ China paper ”—Badminton, Nostell 
Priory, Ightham Mote, Bowood, Belvoir Castle, Headfort Castle, 
Syon House, and Normanton Park may be mentioned. Sir 
Walter Scott writes of his “most splendid Chinese paper, 
enough to finish the Drawing Room ”—and Mrs. Montague, the 
blue stocking, in 1780, writes that “a room in her town 
house is lined with paper of Pekin.” 

The designs of the set now offered are very beautiful, with 
naturalistic trees and shrubs, brilliant flowers, peonies, roses, 
chrysanthemums, fruit blossoms, and gorgeous exotic birds and 
butterflies, the colouring resembling that used on the finest 
Kien Lung famille rose porcelain. 

The drawing is of the highest quality and closely faithful 
to nature—Sir Joseph Banks, the great botanist and traveller, 
writes in his Journal in 1770: “a man need go no further 
to study the Chinese than the Chinese paper, indeed some of 
the plants and flowers are better figured than in the best 
Botanical Authors that I have seen.” 

The twenty-four panels have been very carefully lined with 
linen, and mounted upon wood rollers - 24 rolls
